In the Time of his Temptation when for forty 
Nays he did eat nothing, but was left to be tried 
and tempted as we are, that he might be a merciful 
and compaſſionate High-Prieſt to us, we may think 
a little what he went thro' hurried and afflicted by 
Satan, affrighted by fie wild Beaſts, and pinched 
with Hunger and Want, We may not think his Di- 


vinity kept him from ſuffering by any of theſe, but 


as deeply as any poor Man can be tempted, as 
much as any Soul can be aſſaulted and amazed, fo 
was he, and aſſiſted only by his Godhead to go thro? 
all the horrid Trials, Hunger, Want, and Diſtreſ- 
Tes, which poſſibly could bef al a fallen Creature. —

Hbed not doubt but he has felt all what we can feel» 
and has gone thro' the Fire and Water before us» 
He knows the Strength of every Temptation, and 
the great Weakneſs of Fleſh; and as he was the 
Seel of the Woman alone, ſo he had not the Strength 
of a Man, but was weak and like a Woman in 
her Pangs, and poorer and meaner than any one. In 
thoſe Days I don't doubt, but had we been preſent, 
we might have ſeen him wander dejected and diſ- 
couraged up and down the Wilderneſs, now fitti 
under ſome lonely Shade weeping bitterly, 
ſighing with his Heart ready to break; and now 
with very Diftreſs wringing his pale Hands, or ly- 
ing upon his Face ſweating with Agony, and cry+ 
ing to his Father. As St. Paul's faſting three 
Days was not voluntary, but occaſioned thro' the 
Pain and Uneaſineſs of his Heart, he could have 
no Mind to eat when he did not know what would 
become of him for ever; and in this deplorable 
Condition David alſo forgot to eat Bread; ſo I be- 
lieve our Saviour's Faſt was out of real Trouble 
and Diſtreſs. Had he but ſpoke the Word, the 
Angels, who afterwards miniſtred to him, would 
doubtleſs, have brought him ſomewhat to refreſh 
him; but ſo great was his Concern, ſo dreadful 
his Temptations, ſo bitter his Affliction and the 
Travel of his Soul, that he could not eat or drink 
*till the Hours of Darkneſs paſſed over, and the 
Tempter left him. | 

Beſides the Merits of Fefus Chriſt's Faſting and 
Temptations, we may learn two comfortable 
Leflons from them : Firſt, when we are tempted, 
we may apply to him with living Hope, fince he 
knows what it is to be diſtreſſed, and is able to 
fave to the uttermoſt ; and ſecondly, let his An- 
ſwers to Satan, be our Anſwers to all Sorts of

Tempters, when they would turn us from the 
Faith, or make us doubt of the Truth ; or want 
Reaſons of us for what we believe; then let us ſay, 
It is written, If the Scriptures have no Weight 
with them, we may not hope to overcome with 
other Weapons, or uſe other Arms.

but all in vain; they were heavy with Grief to ſee 
him ſo troubled, and flept as Midnight approached ; 
while he cried, Father, ſave me from this Hour ; 
Father, if it be poſſible, let this Cup paſs from me : 
And thus he prayed three Times, and at laſt he 
could kneel no more: All God's Z/ater-fpouts paſſed”

Har; and ſo they appeared, as Sohmm deſcribes 
it, Elie Rows of Jewels. His Hands that had been 
often reached out to bleſs his Children, and to 
ſeal the Sick, now are bound; and when they had 
Toutged him, till one could have counted the 
Bones; or, as David ſays, they ploughed his Back, 
flea they brought him out upon the Steps of the 
Payement, wearing the Crown of Thorns and Purple 
Robe, ering, Behold the Man ! And one of the 
Evangeliſts ſays, a Perſon met him and ſtruck him 
on the Head with a Cane. One of the Fathers 
. alſo, who wrote in the Primitive Church, ſaid, the 
Soldiers lifted up the Robe which was thrown over 
His torn Back, and, by Pilate's Order, ſhewed him 
to the People, intending, thereby, to ſtir up PRY 
in them toward him, that, if poſſible, he might 
releaſed : But though the Sight could have moved a 
Stone almoſt, and melted the hardeſt Heart, it had 
no, Effect, unleſs to make them more violent and 
eager to ſee him dead. | 
But let as behold the Man On his Head he car- 
ries the Curſe of the Ground, Thorns and Thiſtles, 
and on his Back he has carried our Burdens and 
Sorrows : Theſe Stripes, thoſe many Wounds, are 
for the healing of the Nations; and he ſtands there 
expoſed, and ſhewed forth, that we may boot to 
him and be ſaved. Now is he ev any of ten 
Thouſand, and altogether lovely! Now is he ghrious 
in hi Apparel! But all his Scourging, his ſtanding 
like a Criminal at the Bar of a Man, his Blows, 
Bruiſes, Threats, Scoffs, Shame, Pain, or barba- 
rous Uſage, don't make him once complain or re- 
pine. We don't hear that he ſo much as ſaid, O, 
t is too much! But fo he loved us, that he bore, 
contentedly, all for us; and our Eaſe and Peace 
Was more te him than 8 own. He knew we * 
l 2 e- 
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deſerved all that and more; and therefore, to the 
Aſtoniſhment of the Princes and Prieſts, and to the 
Surprize of Men and ls, he held his Peace. 
After he had ſuffered all Indignity and Pain, and 
Reviling, they ſtripped off from him the purple 
Garment, and, no doubt, ſet his Wounds afreſh 
to bleeding; and now they put his own Cloaths on 
bim, and led him out to crucify him. They had 
preferred a Murderer before him, and all together 
defired Pilate to crucify him. And now behold the 
Lamb of God, which taketh away the Sin of the World. 
Satan plagued his righteous Spirit, Men had pu- 
niſhed and ftruck him, and ſhamed him before Fews 
and Heathens, and God had now laid upon him the 
Iniquities of us all, Thus on the ſolemn Feaft- 
Day of Expiation, it was the Cuſtom of the Jews 
to lead, or rather drag out by the Horns, the 
Scape-Goat, and bring him into the Wilderneſs, 
that he might, in a Shadow, carry away the Sins 
of the People into a Land uninhabited; ſo they laid 
the Croſs upon Jeſus, and dragged him out of the 
Gates of the City, loaded with ail our Crimes, and 
the Sin of the whole World.

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where many guilty Robbers and Murderers had 
launched into Eternity. It was the Gate of Death 
and Hell, and here Jeſus intended to open the 
Gate of Heaven. The Death of the Croſs was 
eſteemed curſed above all other Deaths in the Eyes 
of the Jeius; and they no more ſuppoſed a hanged 
one could be ſaved, any more than a Dog; and 
herein they ſhewed their deep Spleen, in thruſting 
him, if poſſible, not only out of the World, but 
into Hell. Whence this fort of Death was reckon- 
ed accurſed, or called fo of God, I know not, un- 
leſs, becauſe eur Ruin and Sin began its Reign up- 
on a Tree; but now Jeſus ends the Curſe in him- 
ſelf, and willingly is nailed upon the Wood, that 
he may be a Cure for us, and become a Saviour e- 
ven of ſuch as periſh in that Way. . 

He was ſtripped naked, and his Cloaths given 
among the Soldiers; and now methinks I ſee 
them lay the Croſs on the Ground, and throw him 
down backward upon it. No Lamb ever laid fa 
meekly upon the Altar as this Lamb of God, 
when he offered up himſelf for us : See he ſtretches 
out his dear Hands to receive the Nails, and now 
hark while the Executioner drives in the fatal 
Iron! Thoſe Hands that had been laid upon ſo 
many Children and others to bleſs them, now 
ſtream with Blood : This done, then, in like Man- 
ner, his ſacred Feet, which wanted Reſt, and were 
weary with Journies and Travelling, inſtead of 
Reſt, muſt have Torture and Pain, and be faſtened 
with Nails; and thus Satan fulfils the Scripture, 
and bruiſes his Heel. O come in Spirit, and ſee the 
Lamb I See how he weeps and bleeds, but opens 
not his Mouth]! Well may that which was ſaid of 
Zoſeph in the Pſalms be applied to him, the Iron en- 
tered into his Soul; but this was the Way he wrote

Men 
vented all their Malice and Fury upon him ; no-

and even now one may venture to affirm, if there 
was a Soul upon Earth that could not poſſibly be 
faved, unleſs he would die again, he would rather 
a ſecond” Time leave all his Joy and Glory, and 
act the tragic Scene afreſh over again. But we aſ- 
fiſt herein in ſome Meaſure to ſatisfy our Saviour. 

He is 
not well-pleaſed while we are without the happy 
Enjoyment of his Righteouſneſs and Pardon in our 
Hearts, while we are Slaves of his Enemy and 
flight his Redemption, or, as St. Paul terms it, 
trample under Foot his Blood, he muſt be grieved ;

Put him in Mind of the 
Travail of his Soul, and urge before him his avail- 
ing Pangs and Sorrows. in Earneſt with him, 
and ceaſe not your importuning *till he has laid his 
bleeding Hands upon you and bleſſed you. Abide - 
his poor needy and dependant Suppliants at the 
Foot of his Croſs, till his Spirit, which made his 
laſt Moments joyful and gladſome, aſſures you, he 
has ſealed you among his Jewels, and is ſatisfied 
with you and in you.
